Later, 
part  of  us  were  sent  upstairs  to  Mrs.  Lillian  Singer's  room. 

Miss  Jean  Cordell  and  Miss  Euzelia  Bridges  looked  at  our  smiling  faces  the 
second  year. 

To  teach  us  the  3  R's  in  the  third  grade,  we  had  Mrs.  Rachel  Cox  and  Miss 
Margaret  Martin.  Memories  of  rulers  being  used  in  the  hand  come  with  the  fourth 
grade.    Miss  Grace  Taylor  and  Miss  Ruby  Floyd  were  our  teachers. 

Miss  Fannie  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Lenore  Cox  were  our  fifth  grade  teachers.  Mr. 
R.  L.  McDonald  came  that  year  also.  Mrs.  Etta  Blackman  and  Miss  Mabel  Deans 
were  our  sixth  grade  teachers.    A  number  of  romances  began  to  bloom  that  year. 

Romances  increased  in  the  seventh  grade;  but  to  keep  us  in  check  we  hadMrs. 
Madgalene  West  and  Miss  Luna  Whitaker, 

We  came  up  to  the  eighth  grade  to  find  Mr.  J.  I.  Dunn  and  Miss  Doris  Lee 
waiting  for  us.  That  year  we  were  separated  with  Miss  Lee's  class  in  the  high 
school  building.  The  highlight  of  the  year  was  our  trip  to  Raleigh.  We  also  enjoyed 
several  skating  parties. 

The  ninth  grade  was  new  all  around.  An  anxious  and  excited  group  of  sixty- 
three  found  two  new  teachers,  Mr.  Eugene  Driver  and  Mr.  Cary  Barnes,  waiting 
to  welcome  us  to  high  school.  To  our  disappointment  another  course  had  been  add- 
ed, and  we  had  no  study  hall.  Although  we  lost  several  students,  we  gained  Ann  Neal 
and  Garland  Barnes .  We  enjoyed  a  party  at  Stevens '  Mill  and  after  much  persuasion, 
they  took  us  skating.  Carolyn  Westbrook,  Lyn  Scott,  and  Morris  Brock  represented 
us  on  the  basketball  team  that  year. 

Miss  Jean  McCaskill  and  Mrs  .  Doris  Sanderson  were  our  tenth  grade  teachers  . 
That  year  several  got  the  marriage  fever.  Among  those  were:  Carolyn  Westbrook 
and  Russell  Staff  ord,  Dixie  Hayes,  Alice  Laws,  Frances  Jackson  and  Tommie  Price. 
Although  we  lost  quite  a  few,  we  gained  Jirlie  Blackman.  We  enjoyed  several  parties 
that  year. 

In  the  fall  of  1952  our  Junior  Class  was  a  happy  group  of  forty -two.  Several  of 
our  classmates  dropped  out,  but  it  was  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Alma  Blackman  to 
our  class.  That  year  we  weren't  divided  into  two  classes;  Miss  Elizabeth  Lewis  was 
our  homeroom  teacher.  C.  C.  Ricks  was  elected  class  president;  Ann  Neal,  vice- 
president;  Patricia  Jernigan,  secretary  and  treasurer;  and  Elease  Houston,  reporter. 
Our  Junior  Play,  "The  Funny  Brats,"  was  a  great  success. 

In  May  the  Junior -Senior  Banquet  was  a  glorious  occasion.  It  was  made  more 
brilliant  by  the  balloons,  and  all  the  brightness  of  a  circus.  We  had  a  real  clown, 
Mac  Joseph,  who  has  been  with  the  Barnum  and  Bailey  Circus  .  The  Rev.  W.  O.  Hen- 
derson was  our  speaker. 

On  September  3,  1953,  a  long  awaited  goal  was  reached;  thirty-four  excited 
seniors  came  up  to  find  Miss  Doris  Lee  as  our  homeroom  teacher.  We  elected  Bar- 
bara Jinnette,  class  president;  Ann  Neal,  vice-president;  Patricia  Jernigan,  sec- 
retary; Peggy  Hinson,  treasurer;  andMary  Lou  Nethercutt,  reporter.  At  thebegin- 
ning  of  school  we  decided  to  have  an  annual  and  go  to  Washington. 

We  welcomed  March  because  it  took  us  out  of  classes  for  our  Senior  Play. 
After  the  play  we  went  to  Washington.    This  trip  is  one  we  will  long  remember. 

We  looked  forward  toMay  for  two  reasons.  First,  was  the  Junior -Senior  Ban- 
quet. This  year  we  were  honored  and  didn't  have  to  go  through  the  preparation  of 
decoration  though  we  really  enjoyed  that  part  last  year.
